Increase Noted In Fifteen S 
Thirty-Three States Report 


Ranks Fifth In Size Of Total Obligations 


WASHINGTON—State and local , 
public debt on a per capita basis | 
has increased since 1932 in 15 states 
and the District Columbia and has 
decreased in 33 states, according to 
a special study released by the Bu- 
reau of the Census. Per capita ob- | 
ligations on the state level grew in | 
22 and declined in 26 states. Per 
capita obligations on the local level 
increased from 1932 to 1940 in only 
10 states and the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

Smaller debts and larger popu- 
lation of the states result in most 
state governments having relatively 
small per capita debts. Per capita 
gross debt is less than $25 for 26 
state governments. Only one local 
jurisdiction—the District of Colum- 
bia—has a debt in the same class. 
Only five states have a per capita 
state debt above $50, while the lo- 
cal debt exceeds this amount in 37 
states. 

Aggregate state and local govern- 
ment gross debt is above $100 per 
capita in 28 states and is more than 
$200 per capita in five states. In the 
order of descending size of their 
debt loads, these states are New 
York, $391; New Jersey, $292; Rhode 
Island, $251, Florida, $223, and Cal- 
ifornia, $222.76. The California to- 
tal is divided: $48.35 per capita 
state debt and $174.41 per capita 
local debt.

120 Yanks On 


Missing Boat 


Egyptian Liner Carrying 
Ambulance Volunteers And 
Missionaries Long Overdue

The first big-scale loss of Amer- 
ican lives on the sea lanes leading 
to the eastern Mediterranean battle 
front was feared today, while Brit- 
ish Imperial Forces battled new 
Axis thrusts in the near east, turn- 
ed back a German mechanized stab 
into Egypt and forced surrender of 
the Fascist supreme command in 
Ethiopia. 

American ambulance volunteers 
and missionaries, numbering per- 
haps 120, were aboard the 8,299-ton 
Egyptian liner Zamzam, which 1s 
missing and regarded as lost by en- 
emy action somewhere in the South 
Atlantic while enroute to Cape 
Town and Alexandria. No word had 
been received of the fate of the 323 
persons on the long-overdue liner. 

In Syria and Iraq, the Baghdad 
radio claimed that Arab forces (now 
reportedly led by Germans and 
backed by Axis airplanes and pos- 
Sibly air-transported troops) had 
attacked in the Ratbah sector and 
pushed across the ‘Trans-Jordan 
border to strike at the British. The 
claims were not confirmed else- 
where.
